SERMON TO FREE MASONS. 

Bloomfield Lodge Ha 40, T. A M., 
Obeerve St. John the Baptist Day. 
Sermon by Bat. E A. White. 

Bloomfield Lodge, No 40, F. k k. M., 
celebrated St Jobe the Baptiat Day by at¬ 
tending divine aervjce last Sunday even¬ 
ing at Chrlat Episcopal Chinch. About 
fifty roaeoue attended the service. The 
Rector; Rnv. E. A. White, preached an 
eloqueel eermon, and the service arranged 
for the* occasion waa an Impieeslve one. 

Below we give the sermon In full. 
Brothers op Bloomfield Lodoe op 
Free and Aockptkd Masons : 

I thank you for your attendance here 
this evening, and the oppnttuiJty you 
thus afford me of speaklrig to you as a 
mason to his fellow masons; and I know 
of no ifcore fruitful words on which to 
addres« you than the'words of the proph¬ 
et EHJiuh U> bis own people as written In 
the 3Ht^i chapter of the first book of 
Kings, the 21st verse. 

• How long halt ye between two opin¬ 
ions? It the Lord be God'follow Him; 
but If lihal, then follow him.'’ 

Offline* where a ejergyruan addresses 
a body —he realize* that there 

tuay more to whom he Is speak¬ 

ing wh<WPe not believers In God; but 
I am haf>py to-night la knowing that 1 
am addressing a body of men, everyone 
of whota Is a believer it* God, foi no one 
can cross the threshold of masoury, who 
does not first solmenly profess that he 
beiluveH In God aS his Maker, liuler and 
Guide, and that lu Him puts he h s tiust 
Masonry Is lu truth a religious order, 
ever seeking to Inculcate In the minds of 
Its members, the conmiamlmeius and 
truths of God. Though eveiy Bible was 
destroyed, yet could masonry reproduce 
from its’ secret archives every essential 
truth anil doctrine of Holy Scripture. 

But though we are all of us beleiver* 

In God, Jet are we not, too often, like the 
man to whom his son referred to when, 
upon befcig asked lu Sunday School if hi* 
father was a Christian, he replied “Yes, 
he's % Christian, but he Isn't practising 
at it much just uow.” We are believere 
lu God—>but are we piactlsing, are we 
living In accordance with that belief? 
When the prophet asked the Jewish 
nation the question of the text, they were 
indeed nominally believe s In God, but 
they were not living In accordance with 
that belief. 

The scene of the text Is perhaps one 
of the most striking In history. We see 
a whole nation gone astray, blinded by 
senaualltL, *nd that. * “«‘ luu " uow 
special mission ou earth was to keep 
alive the true faith In the o^e spiritual and 
Invisible Jehovah. For centuries amid 
an almost universal Idolatry, they kept 
the light of a pure religion burning, but, 
ever And snou there came times In Jew¬ 
ish history when the dark mist of apos¬ 
tasy swept over their .land, quenching 
the fire upon their sacred altars, and fill¬ 
ing their temples with a desolating gloom. 
Such a time sesius now to have come. 
Though still piofesssd believers in God, 
they were practising the sensuous worship 
of Baal. Oue man only, and h* a hunted 
fugitive, remained true to his God. He 
knew that gild an Idol as you witt, It is 
an idol still, with eyes that cannot see. 
&nd a mouth of carven dumbness. 

For three years he had been a fugitive 
In the desert, worshipping hi* God, wheie 
only the alar* of Heaveu shone for altar 
lights, and the blids of the air were his 
almoners. At last he comes forth from 
his deseill refuge, he coufrouts the king, 
and •ileiibes him with the steru accusa¬ 
tion, “Thou hast made Israel to sin.’ 
He commands the king to “Call all 
Israel together to Carmel. I he Ring, 
quailing before the prophet, wroug 
ever qua.is before the right, dares not re¬ 
fuse, and all Israel Is gathered at Cariuel. 
There tine prophet puts to them the ques¬ 
tion—“How loug halt ye between two 
opinions? If the Lord be God, follow 
Him, but if Baal then follow him," At 
ilrst the people answer him not a word. 
Not until the broken altar had been re¬ 
built. and the fire of God had descended 
upon it. In answer to the prophet's prayer, 
did they make reply, theu were they 
ouee more alothed in their right mind, 
and with one voice they shouted. “The 
Lord, He Is the God, the Lord. He Is the 
God 

Brothars, the questlou of the text Is 
the question I ask of you to-night- From 
the slope* of Carta el, the thuudei of that 
valiant twice rings across the wastes and 
voids of time, where lie piled In traglo 
warning, the bouee of the nations that 
have forgotten God. “How long halt ye 
between, two opinions?" For the Baal of 
Elijah’s time is the Baal of to-day. It 
means the vice and the moral corruption 
of every age, and the destruction and 
overthrow of that Baal was one of the 
causative reasons that gave birth to 
masourj. Every principle, every teach¬ 
ing of masonry Is framed to that end. 
The lams engraved on the two table* of 
stone ace its laws. Its teachings for 
personal conduot seek to crush vice as 
with an Iron heel, and to build up the 
sanctity of the heme, and the chastity of 
the Individual. 

To the poor and helpless masonry Is to 
extend a helping hand, while the widowed 
and the orphaned are to become every 
true mason s caie. 

As Israel was raised up to destroy that 
ancient Baal, so was masonry raised up, 
that working hand In band with the 
church of God, It might destroy the Baal 
of every age. 

Brut-Sere in masonry,- I appeal to. you 
thea to be true to the principles and 
teaching* of masonry. Look around you 
and see the vaet horde of Baal worship, 
per* of to-day, who are striving to maks 
this earth but a ferment of man's vlle- 
neea, vanity and vice. Look at the 
shameful vicee of our cities—some of 
whose street* aie veritable pathways to 
peyditloo, and aiaoy of whose so called 


places of amusements are but sewers of 
Iniquity. The present age la Indeed an 
age of great eiUee cursed with Impurity, 
an age when In literature. In art. In every 
department of life Impurity Is continually 
flaunted before the public gaze.
